Besides that, I have a study :guide 
published by the FCC itself to cover, the 
materials on commercial radio examina- 
tions. It dates from quite a few years ago,. 
to be sure, and I don’t know whether FCC: 

But it 
DID. Its contents are questions without 
answers, except for definitions and-ex- 
cerpts from law, and I would surely guess 
that the questions are verbatim from FCC 
exams. Publication of the questions 
would adequately spill the beans, whether 
answers are. provided or not. Se why the 
fuss?

COMPUT“R IDA From W5YI Report: Any transistor radio equipped with 


an earphone jack can easily be converted into an amplifier-speaker to generate sound effects for 

game and utility programs on personal computers. Disconnect two of the three leads attached to the 
earphone jack. Do not disturb the ground lead, but remove the lead going to the speaker and the lead 
going to the output stage. Solder these two leads together. Then disconnect the lead going to the 
"hot" side of the volume control and connect that Jead to the earphone jack terminal formerly con- 
nected to the speaker. Finally, connect the remaining free jack terminal with a short wire to the high 
side of the volume control. The earphone jack is now the input to the amplifier-speaker., Gain is 
adjustable with the volume control. When the jack is not in use, the radio operates as before.
